I,  then  stage 
manager  for  Cultural  Events  was  at  the 
concert  from  the  beginning  working  back 
stage.  Other  members  of  the  Cultural 
events  staff  and  the  Social  Committee 
staff  were  there. 

I  agree  with  you  that  there  was  a 
fiasco,  however,  it  was  not  Cultural 
Events  fault.  We  have  and  always  will 
check  I.D.s  and  keep  outsiders  out.  We 
also  ask  that  the  student  body  help  us 
by  not  smoking  or  drinking  during  our 
shows  or  student  sponsored  concerts.

I  have  often  been  told  that  I  should 
have  been  committed  to  Gardner  State 
Hospital  so  they  could  have  stunted  the 
growth  of  my  insanity.  It  has  been  said 
that  "this  is  the  only  place  for  people 
like  you!"  This  is  not  to  imply  that  I 
am  insane,  or  ever  will  be,  it  is  merely 
an  example  of  what  people  think  of  places 
that  have  been  established  to  aid  the 
mentally  ill.  At  school  when  I  had 
committed  deeds  that  were  "socially 
unacceptable",  whether  in  jest  or  by 
accident,  people  were  seriously 
ginning  to  consider  committing  me. 
is  for  this  reason  that  I  began  attending ' 
the  weekly  trips  to  Gardner  State  Hospi- 
tal, to  see  if  I  would  fit  in. 

It  was  surprising  to  see  the  number  of 
students  who  were  shocked  by  the  real- 
ization that  these  people  were  as 
"normal"  as  they  were.  They  had  all 
experienced  the  misconception  that  the 
people  there  would  be  found  in  padded 
cells  with  locked  doors,  and  would  be 
sitting  in  corners  waiting  to  be  fed. 
Here  we  discovered  that  this  was  truly 
a  grave  misconception.  All  who  attended 
were  asked  to  give  an  opinion,  and 
everyone  enthusiastically  agreed  that 
they  would  be  back  the  following  week, 
for  they  had  encountered  delightful  ex- 
periences with  these  people. 

These  experiences  ranged  from  ex- 
static  and  overwhelming  joy,  to  a  feel- 
ing of  humanitarian  goodness.  As  the 
weeks  passed  we  found  many  patients 
anxiously  waiting  for  us,  and  excited 
about  our  arrival. 

Three  years  ago,  the  program, 
directed  and  lead  by  Dr.  Alan  Bern- 
stein had  its  beginning,  as  a  tour-type 
field  trip  for  the  students  in  his  Gene- 
ral Psychology  class.  The  students  were 
not  finding  this  experience  very  re- 
warding, so  a  weekly  volunteer  program 
-was  instituted  last  year,  with  some  of 
'the  students  visiting  the  hospital  one 
night   a  week  with  Dr.   Bernstein.    To- 
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some    of    the  patients,   these  students 
became  their  sole  visitors. 

Hopefully  through  word  of  mouth  we 
have  partially  dispelled  the  myth  that 
these  people  were  "crazy".  Some  of  the 
students  even  began  to  wonder  about 
their  own  mental  abilities  -  "if  these 
people  are  'crazy',  then  I  really  have 
got  a  problem!" 

Soon  we  will  be  solicitating  donations 
of  gifts  and  money  from  the  people  and 
justnesses  in  our  local  community,  to 
us  in  making  the  program  a  big 
success.  Next  Monday,  Oct.  31,  we  are 
planning  to  have  a  Halloween  Party 
for  the  patients.  This  is  our  first 
big  social  even  of  the  year,  and  we  are 
all  quite  excited  about  it. 

Although  our  turnout  of  students  on 
Wednesdays  and  Mondays  has  increased 
considerably  we  welcome  all  newcomers. 
We  have  in  the  past  averaged  about 
40  people  per  evening. 

It  would  be  nice  to  raise  that  number 
even  more.  This  unbelievable  amount 
has  made  the  program  even  better, 
because  it  is  now  possible  to  have  an 
even  more  personal  contact  with  patients 
who  would  have  otherwise  felt  left  out 
because  of  the  previous  shortage  of  vo- 
lunteers. This  reporter  hopes  that  she 
has  instilled  an  atmosphere  of  concern, 
and  that  when  our  new,  blue  bus  leaves 
the  Behavioral  Science  Parking  Lot  next 
week,  that  there  will  be  even  more 
people  on  board.  We  ask  no  more  of  you 
than  three  hours  of  your  time,  is  it 
really  too  much  to  give? 

The  bus  leaves  the  Behavioral  Science 
Parking  Lot  at  6:30  on  alternating  Mon- 
days and  Wednesday.  We  hope  to  see 
you  there.  Remember  that  you  do  not 
have  to  have  a  Psychology  class,  or 
even  an  interest  in  the  subject,  all  that 
you  really  need  is  a  true  love  for 
people  and  their  happiness!

CYCLE:  Can  you  tell  us  a  little  bit 
about  yourself? 

MR.  ACKLER:  I  started  out  in  Maine. 
Then  I  went  to  the  University  of  Washing- 
ton. From  there  I  went  to  Temple 
University  where  I  taught  for  five  years. 
I  then  graduated  from  Lehigh  University 
and  after  that  came  up  here  to  teach. 
CYCLE:  What  schools  did  you  obtain 
your  degrees  from? 

MR.  ACKLER:  I  got  my  Bachelors  from 
Ohio  State  University.  I  also  got  my 
Masters  there.  My  Bachelors  was  in 
Philosophy.  Between  the  time  of  my 
Bachelors  and  Masters  Degrees,  I  went 
to  school  to  study  music  culture.  After 
dropping  out,  I  went  to  school  to  study 
Mathematics,  and  a  year  later  I  got  my 
Master's  degree. 

CYCLE:  How  do  you  like  teaching 
at  Fitchburg  State? 

MR.  ACKLER:  It's  nice.  The  kids  are 
good.  In  one  year  you  have  a  nodding 
acquaintance  or  most  of  the  people  look 
familiar.  It's  quite  a  change  dealing  with 
3,000  students  than  30,000  like  I  did 
teaching  at  Temple  University. 
CYCLE:  How  do  you  feel  about  student 
participation  in  the  classroom? 
MR.  ACKLER:  The  students  don't  par- 
ticipate enough.  No  matter  what  happens 
they  still  won't  participate.  Enough!  You 
can  talk  until  you're  blue  in  the  face 
and  thej  will  accept  anything  you  have 
to  say.  At  Temple  University  the  stu- 
dents were  much  more  aggresive.  There, 
you    couldn't    talk   over    their    head  for 
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five      minutes      or   they     would  object 
immediately. 

CYCLE:  Dr.  Browning  said  a  cosmo- 
politan faculty  would  benefit  Fitchburg 
State  very  much.  He  also  felt  that  the 
campus  did  not  have  a  stimulating  at- 
mosphere. How  do  you  feel  about  this? 
MR.  ACKLER:  The  campus  is  not  a 
stimulating  one.  How  do  you  go  about 
making  it  a  stimulating  one.  It  takes 
lots  of  money.  You  have  to  have  speakers, 
art  exhibits,  different  kinds  of  programs 
where  big  companies  come  in  and  give 
demonstrations,  and  henderous  num- 
ber df  intellectuals.  That's  how  you  get 
a  place  stimulated.  You  can't  bring  in 
one  good  intellectual  and  expect  it 
to  change.  For  the  second  part  of  your 
question,  I  don't  know  how  many  non- 
white  teachers  are  available.  A  friend 
of  mine  who  is  black  got  his  Masters 
a  year  before  I  did.  He  named  his  price 
and  could  go  where  ever  he  wanted. 
There  is  a  large  demand  for  non-white 
teachers.  Most  of  the  larger  universities 
are  snapping  them  up.  What  this  school 
needs  is  more  non-white  students.  Get 
them  in  here  and  involved  in  projects. 
You'll  then  find  the  campus  may  become 
more  stimulating.  If  Fitchburg  State 
isn't  recruiting  non-white  students  from 
this  area,  they  should. 
C  VC  LE:  Anything  you  would  like  to  add"? 
MR.  ACKLER:  Yes,  students  are  going 
to  be  asked  to  be  representative  on 
certain  committees.  The  committees  will 
be    on    the    departmental    levels.     For 


instance,  if  you  like  a  teacher  and  he 
gets  fired  there  will  be  people  on  the 
committee  to  represent  the  students. 
vVith  the  students  represented,  you  can 
prevent  this,  or  have  just  the  reverse 
situation.  On  the  Curriculum  Committee 
that  decides  the  courses,  the  students 
will  have  a  lot  to  offer.  "They  know 
what  kind  of  courses  they  want."  They 
have  good  ideas  and  know  what  they  want 
to  accomplish  after  four  years  here. 
They  can  let  the  committee  know  what 
courses  should  be  added  or  dropped. 
I  myself  feel  that  the  entire  course 
structure  should  be  changed.  You  don't 
learn  psychology  between  10  and  11, 
three  days  a  week.  You  learn  a  little 
bit  but  not  much.  There's  a  lot  more 
to  it  than  just  that.  Every  subject  en- 
compasses many  aspects.  As  soon  as 
you  cut  them  into  various  categories, 
you  lose  something.  You  have  to  look 
at  the  problem  as  a  whole.  I  think  a  type 
of  course  like  this  should  be  offered 
where  you  deal  with  one  problem  for 
a  whole  semester.  Possibly  a  team 
of  teachers  working  with  20  or  30  students 
in  different  fields.  All  of  them  dealing 
with  the  problem  in  its  entirety.
